BELLE GLADE-Hospital Board members voic- 


ed disfavor over how the subject of the Birthing 
Center was handled by the Federal Government 
and the press Tuesday night, May 28. 

“We all worked hard to make it a successfull 

program,” said Hospital Administrator Pat Len- 
non. "Last year the Center delivered close to the 
same number of babies as Everglades Memorial, 
but the Federal Government decided not to fund 
the center any longer.” 
According to Lennon, all equipment has been 
moved out of the center in compliance with the 
Mey 31 deadline, but an obstetrician and 
pediatrician will serve at the center over the 
weekend ‘just in case’. 

Patients will be seen but will be referred and 
transported to Everglades Memorial in Pahokee. 

In conjunction with the closing of the Birth 
Center, board members voted to halt the idea of 
hiring an eye surgeon from the coast to fill the 
space of the Birting Center. 

Lennon said due to the average age of the 
Glades population as being younger than that of 
the coast, he felt that an eye program was not

“We need to look at other specialties needed in 
the area to be more helpful to the people in the 
community,” he said.

Although the hospital needs a letter of credit, 
board members feel they've gotten a 'run- 
around' from the banks, by employees.not retur- 
ning phone calls, thus hindering Glades General 
in obtaining information for the loan. 

Finance Director Joe Nacrelli said he would 
call the main branch of the banks to get informa- 
tion. 

On a brighter note, the new programs in the 
hospital, namely the VSP (Very Special Person) 
program and the five minute Emergency Room 
procedures have been doing very well, according 
to Lennon. 

The board took a tour through four of the VSP 
rooms on the third floor which were completely 
redone. 

"We've had positive feedback about the VSP 
program," said Lennon. ''Hopefully this will be 
an incentiveifor people to use our hospital." 

Lennon said that the hospital has not had one 
opportunity to pay for lack of emergency room 
efficiency, since the hospital started advertising 
it's ‘five minutes in the emergency room or we 
pay the emergency room expense’ two months

Dealing with AIDS 


As if Belle Glade didn’t already have 
enough problems, the national 
spotlight has now been focused on our 
community bcause of the Acquired Im- 
mune Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS) 
“epidemic.” 

According to the findings of Dr. 
Mark Whiteside, co-director of the In- 
stitute of Tropical Medicine in Miami, 
first released in January, southern 
Plorida ranks third in the nation in 
AIDS cases reported to the National 
Center for Disease Control (CDC). 

Thirty-seven cases have been con- 
firmed in Belle Glade, seven more than 
in January. 

Of the original 30 cases, 10 victims 
were Haitian, 11 were intravenous nee- 
dle users, three or four were homosex- 
uals, and six cases fell into the 
unclassified category. 

Whiteside found that all of the cases 
are-concentrated їп the poorer sections 
of town and that AIDS is not transfer- 
red by casual contact. 

Beyond that, the disease is a 
mystery. 

Researchers have extended their in- 
vestigations into. demographics, 
history, genealogy, and environmental 
factors. 4
